Things went on like this for 
months until one night, boom, it 
happened just like that. For once I 
let myself go too far, and nothing, 
not thoughts of my parents, my 
education, my background or my 
religion was enough to stop me. 

All these things crossed my mind 
during that first experience and 
those that followed. One thing never 
occurred to me: That I might be¬ 
come pregnant. It didn’t happen 
the first time, so why worry! Any¬ 
way, I thought, it can’t happen to 
me. 

I kept repeating this to myself 
even when I knew beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that it had happened. I 
invented a dozen explanations. I 
was sick, upset. I was everything 
but I was not pregnant. 

One month passed, a second and 
then third. Now there was no mis¬ 
take. I was pregnant. I was going 
to have a baby. It had happened to 
me. 

I wonder if there’s any use trying 
to describe how a girl feels when 
she finally faces the fact. Actually, 
only those who have known the 
shock—the panic—the shame—the 
fear and the hell of such a discov¬ 
ery can even remotely understand 
what it’s like. 

You can’t eat. You can’t sleep — 
can’t even think straight, our world 
has collapsed. You are trapped, 
ruined, disgraced. 

I wanted so much to tell Mother 
and Dad but I couldn’t. I hated the 
idea of hurting, them, after all they 


had done to me. And I was ashamed 
to face them—ashamed of letting 
them down. 

One by one I thought of possible 
solutions. I thought of suicide and 
abortion. I thought of running away 
— but desperate as I was I knew 
these would settle nothing. 

“Bob Flatly Refused To Marry Me’’ 

I finally decided on marriage. 
This was an easy out. No one would 
be surprised and, with the marriage 
announcement predated, no one 
would be wiser. 

So off I went to tell Bob. I was 
so sure of what he’d say that I al¬ 
most told my parents before I went 
out that we were already married. 

It’s a good thing I didn’t, because 
Bob flatly refused to marry me. 
Sure he loved me—but he had his 
career to think of. Another thing, 
he could’nt disappoint his parents. 

Oh, he’d help me with the ex¬ 
penses. He’d foot the bills if I went 
away and had the baby, but as for 
marrige, it was no dice. 

I couldn’t believe it. This was the 
boy I loved. The one who loved me; 
the boy for whom I had sacrificed 
my purity, my virginity, my peace 
of mind.

I thought he was joking but when 
he drove up to the house, opened 
the car door and said, “I’m awtfully 
sorry, Kit,” I knew the joke was on 
me.

drive, a feeling of absolute revul¬ 
sion hit me. My stomach felt sick 
and I was sure I was going to 
vomit. 

I wish I could say it was because 
of my condition. It wasn’t. It was 
rather the idea that I—of all people 
was about to enter an institution — 
a place filled with low type girls 
— girls with bad manners—bad 
morals. 

The sister who admitted us con¬ 
ducted mother and me into a small 
room. She didn’t seem to be the 
least impressed who I was or even 
surprised that a girl like me would 
be there. (Because it’s a common 
occurrence these days). 

I was scared, lonesome and afraid. 
I clung to mother and begged her 
not to leave me. To take me home. 
Tough as it was on me, it was 
worse on her, and as she went 
through the door, 1 wouldn’t have 
recognized her. She looked more 
like my grandmother than my moth¬ 
er.

Daily Mass, Holy Communion, 
the Rosary and the general atmos¬ 
phere at St. Joe’s worked wonders. 
So did the other girls. 

They, too, surprised me. They 
They weren’t what I had expected. 
They didn’t come from the slums 
or the dregs of humanity. Not that 
I knew their real names or their 
backgrounds. That’s impossible at 
St. Joe’s. But you can tell what a 
girl is and what her home life was 
when you live with her day after 
day. 

There wasn’t a real bad girl in 
the place. There were girls who had 
been foolish, or giddy, or weak but 
not one who fitted the picture I al- 
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ways had of an unwed mother . . . 

But don’t get the idea that I 
didn’t have moments of depression. 
These came every time I thought of 
leaving my baby at St. Joe’s and 
they left me feeling like a dishrag. 

The easy way out for me would 
be to take the baby home. But it 
would condemn him to a life of end¬ 
less misery. It would place him un¬ 
der a cloud he could never escape. 

As an illegitimate child he 
wouldn’t have a chance. As an 
adopted child, he will be accepted 
by the world and loved by people 
who can give him all the things I 
want him to have but can’t give 
him. 

This is a torture all its own. A 
torture I wouldn’t wish on my worst 
enemy because it will last as long 
as life remains. 

For no matter how happily I 
marry or how many other children 
I have, I will always think of the 
child I bore at St. Joe’s. I will won¬ 
der how he is. How much he weighs. 
What he looks like. 

This is one wound that will 
never heal, an ache no drug will 
ever dull, an emptiness nothing will 
ever fill. 

God’s grace, I know, will help a 
lot, but it can’t change facts. And 
the fact is I had a child out of wed¬ 
lock. That’s set for all eternity. 

Once, this realization crushed me. 
Now I feel able to live with it, to 
carry on despite it, to face the fu¬ 
ture with humble trust in God’s 
mercy and kindness. 

But even then the pain will be 
there. And it will be a pain far 
more severe than the pains of child¬ 
birth. 


Those weren’t really bad at all. 
It’s because physical pain is no¬ 
thing compared to the emotional, 
mental and spiritual pain an unwed 
mother experiences for nine dismal 
months before delivery. 

“It Can Happen Even To You” 

In just a few days I will return 
home to face the stares, the ques¬ 
tions and the suspicion of the public. 
It won’t be easy, but with God’s 
help I’ll get through it. 

Even as I write these closing 
lines I keep hearing the chorus of 
“ifs” I’ve never been able to shake. 
A chorus that keeps repeating: “If 
I only listened to my parents, my 
teachers and my priests. If I only 
watched the beginning of things. If 
I only believed that it could happen 
to me.” 

What’s the use! It did happen. 
And you know something more 
amazing? IT CAN HAPPEN EVEN 
TO YOU.
